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What does being administrative head of Washington 
Bible College involve?

Since the school has moved to the new campus, he 
has spent much time altering existing facilities and 
making plans for future development. His past experi¬ 
ence in designing and construction as a structural engi¬ 
neer qualified him to draw up plans for our new build¬ 
ing, Linton Hall. 

In the absence of an academic dean, President Miles 
has also assumed added duties in the educational pro¬ 
gram, The visit of a team from the Accrediting Asso¬ 
ciation of Bible Colleges in November for re-examination 
of the College meant added responsibility for him in 
preparation, self evaluation, and interviews.

“A vision without action is only a 
dream/* With this as the theme, SMF 
combined the 1970 Missionary Confer¬ 
ence with the Week of Evangelism. 
Thus the vision of a lost world, pre¬ 
sented in the morning sessions, found 
action in afternoon and evening con¬ 
tacts with people needing Christ. On 
Wednesday of the week, the entire 
student body went to the University of 
Maryland to present Christ to students 
there. 

In addition to sponsoring the mis¬ 
sionary conference and organizing the 
weekly prayer bands, SMF instituted 
two new things — the follow-up pro¬ 
gram and faith promise giving. The fol¬ 
low-up program sent literature to new 
Christians won through student con¬ 
tacts to enable them to grow in their 
knowledge of God. Faith-promise giv¬ 
ing gave the student opportunity to 
have an active part in missions. The 
$6700 received went toward thirteen 
projects including cars for both Genie 
and Sue and the Hunters, missionary 
friends of the school; equipment for 
the WBC van, and Japanese gospels 
for the world’s fair.
